Phi Sigma Kappa, with an aver- 
age MlMtattlJ standing of 1.681. 
won the silver cup awarded by the 
University V. M C A. to the fra- 
ternity making the highest stand- 
ing for the semester. Campus club 
made a standing of 1.721. but .since 
It was absorbed by Sigma Beta XI. 
February. 1933, It Is non-existent 
the second semester. 

This scholarship trophy is award- 
ed each semester to the fraternity 
of first rank, and the fraternity 
which wins It three times consecu- 
tively, or five times non -consecu- 
tively, will receive It as a perma- 
nent possession. Last spring semes- 
ter the trophy was won by Delta 
Chi who ranked next to Phi Sigma 
Kappa this time with a standing 
of 1.536. 

The average standing of men in

Displayed to Students

Monday morning, piloted by two 
engineers of the Westinghouse 
Electric and Manufacturing 
pany. 

This unusual engineering 
will be on display at Mechanical 
hall, Monday morning. All students 
of the University are extended a 
cordial invitation to attend this ex- 
hibition. 

To two engineers, C. G. Archibald 
and W. W. Sproul, Jr., has been as- 
signed one of the most unique and 
Interesting jobs of the year. They 
will demonstrate the ability of mod- 
ern electrical equipment to protect 
transmission systems from light- 
ning to the heads of power com- 
panies in all parts of the country. 
While here, they will demonstrate 
to students of the University the 
manner in which modern equip- 1 
ment for transmission apparatus | 
has minimized the effects of light- 
ning strokes and voltage surges on 
power systems. 

Until recently, the most destruc- 
tive agency that power system en- 
gineers had to face was lightning 
disturbances. Recent advances have 
developed surge-proof transformers, 
lightning arresters, de-ion protec- 
tors, and other equipment which so 
completely guards electric systems 
that lightning striking the line, or 
near It, no longer has the power 
even to make the lights in homes 
flicker. 

"Man-made" lightning, as pro- 
duced on the trailer by a Westing- 
house surge generator can be con- 
trolled and made to 
exactly like natures

Surplus Income 
To Go on Deficit, 
States Wootton 

Way Opened By Which U. K. 
Employees Will Receive 
Unpaid Salaries 

l Special to Thr Kernel) 

Frankfort. Ky . April 20— The way- 
has been opened today by which 
employees of the University of 
Kentucky eventually may receive 
$195,230.51 in unpaid salaries. 

In a formal opinion to J. Dan 
Talbott. state auditor. Attorney- 
Gerferal Bailey P. Wooton held that 
the University may apply any sur- 
plus in its account at the end of 
the fiscal year June 30 to payment 
of salaries. 

A balance of $87.76926 was re- 
vealed listed to the credit of the 
institution as of March 31 in an 
examination of state records con- 
ducted today by The Kernel That 
receipts to the University before the 
end of the fiscal year will be suf- 
ficient to leave a surplus was held 
doubtful by officials here. 

Whether the University will ask 
the next General Assembly to make 
a deficit appropriation to pay the 
salaries has not been indicated by 
school authorities. This has often 
been the practice of other state 
departments and institutions in the 
past. 

In requesting the opinion. Tal- 
bott expressed fear the University 
might nullify attempts of the state 
administration to live within its 
income through the creation of in- 
debtedness above its Income in un- 
paid salary obligations. 

Wootton pointed out that th? 
school is not operating under a 
budget appropriation, but receives 
a percentage allowance of real 
estate, franchise, personal property, 
and Inheritance taxation.
